9; Henry, aged 8; Lizzie, aged 6; John, 
aged 3, and an infant. Henry cannot 
recover from his wounds. 


Boecker had an engagement to help 


a neighbor thresh yesterday morning, 
and on his not putting in an appear- 
ance his brother Henry went about 9 
o'clock to see why he did not come. The 
doors of the Boecker house were locked, 
and there were no signs of life about. 
Henry tried to get into the house, but 
met no resistance, and finally he kicked 
In the door and came upon the hor- 
rible scene. Boecker, with his wife and 
baby, slept in a back room, and the 
three corpses lay on a bed. The wife 
had been shot in the neck with a shot- 
gun which stood in the corner, the baby 
had been shot and its head crushed 
with the butt of a revolver. The man, 
still breathing, had a bullet hole in the 
forehead, and by his side was a six- 
shooter with two chambers empty. The

So Declares the Mnjorlty of the tat- 


timer Coroner's Jury. 


Hazleton. Pa., Sept. 28.—The coroner's 


Jury which investigated the death of 
the striking miners at Lattimer met in 
Deputy Coronur Bowman's office last 
evening, and after an hour's delibera- 
tion rendered the following verdict: 


"That from the circumstances of the 


case and the evidence offered the said 
Clement Platock and others came to 
their deaths by gunshot wounds on 
Sept. 10. 1S97, at the hands of Sheriff 
James Martin and his deputies, and in 
this we the jury Go all agree. And we, 
Philip J. Boyle, Thomas T. Thomas, 
Barton Freas and Peter McKiernan, of 
this jury, do further say that the said

A Man and Two Children Killed Xeo? 


Chester, Pa. 


Chester, Pa., Sept. 29.—Three deaths 


of human beings and the death of one 
horse resulted from a terrible acci- 
dent on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road near Carrcroft, four miles below 
this city, yesterday.

HOLE MLY SLAIN. 


The Awful Crime of a Prosperous 
Iowa Farmer. 


Carroll, la,, Sept. 28.—John Boecker, 
a farmer living eight miles from thla 
place, Sunday night murdered his wife 
and live children and fatally wounded 
hi» 8-y*ar-old »on, Henry. Afterward 
the ilendisto or demented man sent a 
bullet Into his own head, inflicting a 
fatal wound. 
The family were pros­ 
perous Germans, and a» far as la 
known lived happily. No motive for 
the tragedy has been disclosed. Boeck- 
erfs victims are his wife and these chil­ 
dren: Caroline, aged 14; Christine, aged 
9; Henry, aged 8; Lizzie, aged 6; John, 
aged 3, and an infant. Henry cannot 
recover from his wounds. 


Boecker had an engagement to help 
a neighbor thresh yesterday morning, 
and on his not putting in an appear­ 
ance his brother Henry went about 9 
o’clock to see why he did not come. The 
doors of the Boccker house were locked, 
and there were no signs of life about. 
Henry tried to get into the house, but 
met no resistance, and finally he kicked 
in the door and came upon the hor­ 
rible scene. Boecker, with his wife and 
baby, slept in a back room, and the 
three corpses lay on a bed. The wife 
had been shot In the neck with a shot­ 
gun which stood in the corner, the baby 
had been shot and Its head crushed 
with the butt of a revolver. The man, 
still breathing, had a bullet hole in the 
forehead, and by his side was a six- 
shooter with two chambers empty. The 
Boecker home is a story and a half 
frame house, and upstairs Henry and 
Lizzie lay on a bed with bullet holes in 
their foreheads, the latter dead, and 
the boy still breathing. In the opposite 
corner of the 
same room 
Caroline, 
Christine and John lay dead, each shot 
in the forehead. 


Boecker was* 34 years old, and for 
over 20 years lived in the neighborhood. 
He has been regarded as a prosperous 
farmer, and only recently bought a 
200 acre farm a few miles from the old 
homestead. 
On Sunday he attended 
Catholic services at Breda with his 
wife and some of the children. Later in 
the day he was visited by a neighbor, 
who says that when he left the Boecker 
home in the evening they were seem­ 
ingly a happy family. Members of his 
father’s family say he had no family 
troubles, his financial affairs were in 
good shape, and they can assign no 
motive for the terrible crime. 


M urderer Bockor Still Alive* 
Carroll, la., Sept. 29.—John Boecker, 
the murderer of his wife and five chil­ 
dren, still lives, though his recovery 
Is Impossible. 
The son Henry shows 
signs of returning strength, but physi­ 
cians say his wound is fatal. It is now 
known that Boecker bought a supply 
of chloroform at Breda last week, os­ 
tensibly to doctor hogs for cholera. 
With this he threw the family into 
their final sleep and was enabled to 
commit the murders without resistance. 
Those who know him best say Boeck- 
er's mind has been affected for some 
time. 


PLOT AGAINST NICHOLAS. 


Tunnel Built In W arsaw to Assassin« 
ato*Russia’s Emperor. 
Warsaw, Sept. 29.—Though an official 
denial will be forthcoming, it has «leak­ 
ed out from official circles in such a 
manner as leaves no room for doubt 
that there was a deliberate and deter­ 
mined plot against Emperor Nicholas 
at the time of his recent visit to this 
city. Its success was only frustrated 
by accident. 


Several weeks before the arrival of 
the imperial party a number of per­ 
sons supposed to belong to the German 
Socialist 
party 
undermined 
Norvy 
Sviat, the principal street in Warsaw, 
between the governor general's palace 
and the royal castle. 


As the tunnel, which had been under­ 
taken from the cellar of a beer house, 
approached completion the conspirators 
became apprehensive of a collapse of 
the roadway, and called in several Po­ 
lish masons to build supports. The ma­ 
sons, whose suspicions were aroused, 
notified the police, and 130 arrests fol­ 
lowed, 


Amonj those in custody are four dis­ 
guised Uerman officers, either on leave 
or belonging to the landwehr, which 
had been active in the actual work of 
tunneling. A number of merchants and 
manufacturers from the town of Lodzy, 
Poland, are also implicated.

THE SHOOTING UNJUSTIFIABLE. 


So Declare« tho M ajority of tho Lat« 
tlm or Coroner’s Jury* 
Hazleton, Pa., Si*pt. 28.—The coroner's 
jury which Investigated the death of 
the striking miners at Lattlmor met in 
Deputy Coroner Bowman’s office last 
evening, and after an hour’s delibera­ 
tion rendered the following verdict: 
"That from the circumstances of the 
case and the evidence offered the said 
Clement Platock and others came to 
their deaths by gunshot wounds on 
Sept. 10, 1S97, at the hands of Sheriff 
James Martin and his deputies, and in 
this we the jury do all agree. And we, 
Philip J. Boyle, Thomas T. Thomas, 
Barton Freas and Peter MoKlernan, of 
this jury, do further say that the said 
Clement Platock, 
with 
others, 
was 
marching peaceably and unarmed on 
the public highway, that they were in­ 
tercepted by the said Sheriff Martin 
and his deputies and mercilessly shot 
to death, and we do further find that 
the killing was unnecessary and could 
have been avoided without serious in­ 
jury to either person or property, and 
we find finally that the killing was 
wanton and unjustifiable." 


George Maue and F. J. McNeal, of 
the jury, do not concur In the latter 
finding, but declare that “there was 
such strong suspicion of ‘unlawful vio­ 
lence at the hands of persons or per­ 
sons unknown to the jury as to make 
this inquest necessary.1f* 


Soldiers Lenvlnar the Strike Reerlon. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 28.—The miners 
of McAdoo and vicinity will take action 
on the report of the arbitrating com­ 
mittee today, and the general opinion 
is that the report will be satisfactory.

DEATH AT A CROSSING, 


A Man and Two Children Killed Xear 


Chester, Pa. 


Chester, Pa., Sept. 29.—Three death» 
of human beings and the death of one 
horse resulted from a terrible acci­ 
dent on the Baltimore and Ohio rail­ 
road near Carrcroft, four miles below 
this city, yesterday. The victims are:

knowledge of it, situated, too, in the 
heart of one of the richest farming 
districts in the state, near Allentown. 


If one becomes accustomed to the 


deafening clack-clack made by the 
thousands of feathered denizens of 
this novel duck farm, which is owned 
by Oliver Gittnet, a most interesting 
holiday can be spent on the place. 
Close by,at the Duck Farm hotel,kept 
by Alfred Griesimer, entertainment 
for man and beast to suit the most 
fastidious, is to be secured. Mr, 
Griesftner's 
duck suppers 
are a 


specialty well worth the trip alone, 
the very finest ducks from the farm, 
selected with great care, being served 
on these occasions. 


The most interesting feature about 


the modern poultry farm is the wooden 
mother or incubator, indeed, it is just 
this Yankee invention which has made 
duck farming on the scale to which it 
is carried on the Allentown farm pos- 
sible. 
There are two classes of this 


apparatus, one heated by hot water, 
the other by hot air. Some are regu- 
lated by thermostatic bars made of 
brass, iron, rubber and aluminum: 
others by alcohol, ether, electricity 
and the expansion of water. Naturally 
the first place to be inspected on the 
duck farm is the incubator cellar, a 
room especially constructed for the 
purpose, partially underground 
to 


secure a more even temperature, as 
the eggs during the process of incuba- 
ion aro most susceptible to sudden 
changes of weather. 


Wheat the poultry farmer prepares 


to hatch out a brood in his incubators 
he places the eggs in trays, which 
trays 
are put in the incubators 


directly under the tank which supplies 
the heat to the egg chamber. The 
incubators are built double-Availed and 
the air space packed with asbestos to 
prevent the sudden changes of tem- 
perature 
from 
affecting 
the egg 


chamber. In size the smaller incuba- 
tors range from 25 to 600 eggs capac- 
ity, and can be operated the year 
round. 


The most successful seasons, how- 


ever, are in the spring or fall, or even 


j in the winter, the results in summer 


i being the least satisfactory. 
During 


1 the period required to hatch the eggs, 
21 days, the temperature in tha incu- 
bators is maintained at 103 degrees. 


I However a change of two or three 
degrees in either direction will not, as 
a rule, result seriously. 


For 24 hours after hatching the 


young ducks are left in the incubators 
to dry. 
Then they are transferred to 


brooders, some of which are made to 
hold as many as three thousand ducks. 
These brooders are constructed in long 
narrow houses about 14 feet wide and 
300 feet in length. 
They are heated 


by hot water, and the ducks are re- 
tained in— them for five weeks, after 
which they are transferred to the cold 
brooders or ordinary houses affording 
them a comfortable shelter. 
The per- 


centage of eggs successfully hatched 
in the incubators is about 60 per cent., 
while the loss of young ducks is about 
10 per cent. Thus about 50 per cent, 
of the eggsresultin marketable ducks. 


One great advantage of duck farm- 


ing over chicken farming is that the 
ducks are ready for market weeks be- 
fore the young chickens can leave the 
farm. 
At the age of eight or ten 


weeks the ducks are usually in a con- 
dition for sale, weighing about four 
and a half pounds. 


Another feature of duck farming and 


an important item in the profits, is 
the feathers. 
About 1000 pounds are 


secured annually on the Allentown 
farm, these feathers fetching on an 
average about 38 cents per pound.

able, at the same time the incubator 
does not fulfill all the requirements in 
the successful breeding of ducks. 
Great care must be taken of the young 
broods after their arrival in this world. 


After the first few weeks of their 


life the young ducklings require th« 


watching and much experience 


to bring them to a marketable age. 


The matter of feeding is not by unj 


means the least important of the de- 
tails that have to be carefully looked 
after. 
The ducks must be fed well 


and at regular intervals, and as much 
ft« a ton and a half of food is con- 
sumed daily on the Allentown farm. 
Proper exercise for the youngsters is 
also very necessary, and cleanliness 
is an absolutely imperative factor in 
the successful raising of ducks. 


It is remarkable how expert the 


duck farmers become in the picking 
of their birds. A man is slow indeed 
who cannot strip a duck of its feathers 
in three or four minutes, and do it so 
nicely withal, that the feathers are 
never broken or injured for the market 
and the skin of the ducks looks as 
smooth and unbroken as if the opera- 
tion was performed by magic.—Phila- 
delphia Times.

for the morrow, and lived a life that 
was impenetrable to even the few in- 
timates who gained an insight into his 
confidence. 


His strike at the site of what was 


afterward called the camp of Creede 
was simply a case of luck. Creede was 
out on one of his daily prospecting 
tours. Like all others of his class, 
he was accompanied by a burro for 
facility in carrying tools and speci- 
mens. The humble quadruped, whose 
name is synonymous for safety and 
surefootedness in climbing a hill, 
missed his footing, and in the struggle 
to regain his balance dug his hoofs 
deep in the hillside. 
The effort tore 


a hole in the surface. A huge piece 
of rock was dragged from its moorings, 
and as it received the full rays of the 
sun a metallic glitter caught the eve of 
Creede. It was silver of such "rich 
quality that he at once realized that 
his fortune was assured if he traced 
the lode and succeeded in making a 
location. 
This was not difficult, ow- 


ing to the fact that he was without any 
rivals in that district. A little work 
opened up what was decidedly the rich- 
est body of ore that had ever'been dis- 
covered since the great find of carbon- 
ates at Leadville. 


Creede was born in Fort Wayiie, 


Ind., in 1846, and was taken to what 
was then the Territory of Iowa by his 
parents when but four years of age. 
Hostile Indians still roamed the plains 
west of the Mississippi, and the boy was 
brought up amid surroundings which 
accentuated the daring and intrepidity 
which afterward characterized his life 
as a scout and frontiersman. 


In 1862 the scouts were ordered to 


Dakota. 
This was the turning point 


in Creede's life. It was while on this 
expedition he first saw the Bockies. 
A few years after, when Creede was 
mustered cut of service and had gone 
home to Iowa he remembered the 
mountains, and, tiring of the monoto- 
nous plains of Iowa, once more set his 
face toward the setting sun, and this 
time to go further than he had yet 
gone and to realize a fortune of a 
greatness he could not then have be- 
lieved had he been told. 


In 1886 Creede and his partner, 


George L. Smith, went to the head of 
West Willow creek and began to pros- 
pect. The result of their work was 
the Holy Moses mine, the first in the 
now famous camp. Creede found the 
vein alone, his partner having gone in 
another direction that day. Having 
driven a stake, Creede sat down to 
think of a name. He never professed 
to be a Bible student, but he thought 
of "Holy Moses" and dubbed his find 
after the man who struck terror to the 
Egyptians. The story of the rich 
strike spread like wildfire, and among 
others whom it interested was D. H. 
Moffat of Denver, who is probably the 
largest owner of mines in Colorado..

visited the spot, and were so much 
interested in it as to take a bond aud 
lease on it—that is, they would lease 
the property for a certain time and if 
they cared to buy it at the end of that 
time would pay for it at a price stipu-

in the Amethyst Creede went down to 
Del Xorte, where the woman was «t 
that time living, and brought her to 
the head of the Willows, where he in- 
stalled her in a house made of factory 
doors and windows and Chicago lum- 
ber, with a real shingle roof. A move 
was made to Pueblo, and not long af- 
ter the move another was made to 
Lower California, where the once dar- 
ing scout and later solitary prospector 
settled down on a demure fruit ranch, 
about as nearly the opposite to a- min- 
ing camp as may well be imagined. 
What caused the quarrel between him 
and his wife is one of the things that 
Creede concealed from the world. 


After the removal of Creede and his 


wife to Los Angeles, where his death 
occurred, they agreed to separate. 
Creede gave his wife $20,000 in cash 
as the price of her departure from his 
aouse. 
The object of this was to en- 


ble him to secure a divorce on the 
ground of desertion after the expira- 
tion of the statutory period. The wife 
did this, and since she has released all 
her legal rights, is not now a bene- 
ficiary of his estate.

in three or four minutes, and do it so 
nicely withal, that the feathers are 
never brokeu 01* injured for the market 
and the skin of the ducks looks as 
smooth and unbroken as if the opera­ 
tion was performed by magie.—Phila­ 
delphia Times.

The most interesting feature about 
the modern poultry farm is the wooden 
mother or incubator, indeed, it is just 
this Yankee invention which has made 
duck farming on the scale to which it 
is carried 011 the Allentown farm pos­ 
sible. 
There are two classes of this 
apparatus, one heated by hot water, 
the other by hot air. 
Some are regu­ 
lated by thermostatic bars made of 
brass, iron, rubber and aluminum: 
others by alcohol, ether, electricity 
and the expansion of water. Naturally 
the first place to be inspected on the 
duck farm is the incubator cellar, a 
room esjjecially constructed for the 
purpose, partially underground 
to 
secure a more even temperature, as 
the eggs during the process of incuba­ 
tion aro most susceptible to sudden 
changes of weather. 


When the poultry farmer prepares 
to hatch out a brood in his incubators 
he places the eggs in trays, which 
trays 
are 
put in the incubators 
directly under the tank which sujDjriies 
the heat to the egg chamber. 
The 
incubators are built double-walled and 
the air space packed with asbestos to 
prevent the sudden changes of tem­ 
perature 
from 
affecting 
the 
egg 
chamber. 
In size the smaller incuba­ 
tors range from 25 to 600 eggs capac­ 
ity, and can be ojoerated the year 
round.

It produces every variety of cloth, 
from rough linings for the shoes to tho 
finest and daintiest fabrics for ladies* 
dresses, and from tho coarsest threads 
to the gossamer of tho spider’# web — 
a joound of which will make a strij) 
of lawn thirty inches wide and sixty 
feet long. 
There are forty-two cor­ 
porations operating eighty-two mills, 
employing 30,000 persons, earning 
$180,000 per week, 
and producing 
annually from 350,000 bales of cotton 
more than 800,000,000 yards of cloth. 
Its people are cosmopolitan, there 
being in this city, in round numbers, 
15.000 of American parentage, 15,000 
Ci English,25,000 of French Canadian, 
25.000 of Irish,and 20,000 of German, 
Portuguese, Armenian, Iiussian and 
Italian birth, 
The recent growth oi 
the city has been remarkable. Founded 
in 1803, it had only 1000 inhabitants, 
but from 1870 the increase has been 
marvelous.

. bators is maintained at 103 degrees, 
j However a change of two or three 
degrees in either direction will not, as 
a rule, result seriously. 


For 24 hours after hatching the 
young ducks are left in the incubators 
to dry. 
Then they are transferred to 
brooders, some of which are made to 
hold as many as three thousand ducks. 
These brooders are constructed in long 
narrow houses about 14 feet wide and 
300 feet in length. 
They are heated 
by hot water, and the ducks are re­ 
tained in -th em for five weeks, after 
which they are transferred to the cold 
brooders or ordinary houses affording 
them a comfortable shelter. 
Tho per­ 
centage of eggs successfully hatched 
in the incubators is about 60 per cent., 
while the loss of young ducks is about 
10 per cent. 
Thus about 50 per cent, 
of tho eggs result in marketable ducks. 


One great advantage of duck farm­ 
ing over chicken farming is that tho 
ducks are ready for market weeks be­ 
fore the young chickens can leave the 
farm. 
At tho age of eight or ten 
weeks the ducks are usually in a con­ 
dition for sale, weighing about four 
and a half pounds. 


Another feature of duck farming and 
an important itom in the profits, is 
the feathers. 
About 1000 pounds aro 
secured annually 
011 the Allentown 
farm, these feathers fetching on an 
average about 18 cents per pound. 
In 
the popular mind ducks are generally 
associated with water, and many small 
poultry raisers bar ducks from their 
farmyard because there is 110 suitable 
stream in tho vicinity for thorn to 
paddle about in. 
It is, therefore, 
rather interesting to learn that the 
ducks which aro bred for market on 
the Allentown farm are not allowed to 
go near the water, although Cedar 
creek, a stream of the purest water, 
fiows through the farm. 
The breed­ 
ing ducks, however, are allowed the 
free run of this creek, much to the 
envy of their brothers and sisters,who 
aro being fattened for sale 011 the 
other side of the inclosure. 


Although the modern incubator has 
simplified and made poultry farming 
on a large scale possible and profit­ 
able, at the same time the incubator 
does not fulfill all the requirements in 
the successful breeding of 
ducks. 
Great care must be taken of the young 
broods after their arrival in this world. 
After the first few weeks of their 
, life the young ducklings require th#

In a letter from Denver, Col,, the 
New York Herald correspondent- says 
that through the stumbling footsteps 
of a burro Nicholas C. Creede, who re­ 
cently committed suicide, was elevated 
to prosperity and notoriety. 
He had 
never aspired to anything further than 
the daily faro of a mountaineer and 
prospector. 
He seemed to have 110 
ambition 
higher 
than 
the 
food 
for the morrow, and lived a life that 
was impenetrable to even the few in- 
timatos who gained an insight into his 
confidence. 


His strike at the site of what was 
afterward called the camp of Creede 
was simply a case of luck. Creede was 
out 011 one of his daily prospecting 
tours. 
Like all others of his class, 
he was accompanied by a burro for 
facility in carrying tools and speci­ 
mens. The humble quadruped, whose 
name is synonymous for safety and 
surefootedness in climbing a hill, 
missed his footing, and in the struggle 
to regain his balance dug his hoofs 
deep in the hillside. 
The effort tore 
a hole in the surface. 
A huge piece 
of rock Avas dragged from its moorings, 
and as it received the full rays of the 
sun a metallic glitter caught the eye of 
Creede. 
It was silver of such rich 
quality that he at once realized that 
his fortune was assured if he traced 
the lode and succeeded in making a 
location. 
This was not difficult, ow­ 
ing to the fact that he was without any 
rivals in that district. 
A little work 
opened up what was decidedly the rich­ 
est body of ore that had ever been dis­ 
covered since the great find of carbon­ 
ates at Leadville. 


Creede was born in Fort Wayne, 
Ind., in 1846, and was taken to what 
Avas then the Territory of Iowa by his 
parents when but four years of age. 
Hostile Indians still roamed the plains 
west of the Mississippi, and the boy was 
brought up amid surroundings which 
accentuated the daring and intrepidity 
which afterward characterized his life 
as a scout and frontiersman. 


In 1862 the scouts were ordered to 
Dakota. 
This was the turning point 
in Creede’s life. It was while on this 
expedition he first saw' the Piockies. 
A few years afterf when Creede was 
mustered out of service and had gone 
home to Iowa he remembered the 
mountains, and, tiring of tho monoto­ 
nous plains of Iowa, once more set his 
face toward the setting sun, and this 
time to go further than he had yet 
gone and to realize a fortune of a 
greatness he could not then have be­ 
lieved had he been told. 


In 1886 Creede and his partner, 
George L. Smith, went to the head of 
West Willow creek and began to pros- 
pect. 
The result of their work was 
the Holy Moses mine, the first in the 
now famous camp. 
Creede found the 
vein alone, his partner having gone in 
another direction that day. 
Having 
driven a stake, Creede sat down to 
think of a name. 
He never professed 
to bo a Bible student, but he thought 
of “ Holy Moses” and dubbed his find 
after the man Avho struck terror to the 
Egyptians. 
The story of tho rich 
strike spread like wildfire, and among 
others whom it interested was D, H. 
Moffat of Denver, who is probably the 
largest owner of mines in Colorado., 
Ho and several 
other 
gentlemen 
visited tho spot, and were so much 
interested in it as to take a bond and 
lease on it—that is, they would lease 
the property for a certain time and if 
they cared to buy it at the end of that 
timo would pay for it at a price stipu­ 
lated at the time the lease was made. 
A lease was made, with the bond at 
$70,000, and from that day the finan­ 
cial troubles of N. C. Creede were 
over. 


So implicit Avas the faith of the in­ 
vestors in the good judgment of Creede 
that ho Avas hired as a prospector at a 
salary and Avith the stipulation that ho 
would hold one-third of the properties 
discovered by him. 
The first place 
to attract him Avas Bachelor mountain, 
near the Holy Moses mine, and not 
far from Avliere tho town of Creede 
now is. 
Whilo 
toiling about the 
mountain his little burro stumbled and 
displaced a large piece of rock. 
As 
Creede turned aAvay from it the sun 
caught it full and showed its glitter­ 
ing under surface, now turned for the 
first timo in ages. 
It Avas rich Avith 
indication, and at once Creede staked 
tho claim, which he called'tho Ame­ 
thyst, and which made not only him 
but a number of others rich. 
Tho 
Amethyst Mining company ay as formed 
in 1892, and out of it Creede took over 
a million dollars as liis share of the 
mining operations. 


Creede Avas never free from the at­ 
tractions of tho fair sex, 
After he 
made his “pile” ho Avas the object of 
numerous onsets from the army of ad­ 
venturesses 
Avho swarm about min­ 
ing camps, but he Avas never success­ 
fully made a victim. Part of this may 
bo due to tlio fact that “Nio” has a 
protector in tho person of a woman of 
whose name and antecedents hardly 
any one is familial’—the Avoman her 
married, 
Creede was very ill at one 
time, and tho woman nursed him 


through his illne**, 
After the strike 
in the Amethyst Creede went down to 
Del Norte, where the Avoman was at 
that timo living, and brought her to 
the head of the Willows, where he in­ 
stalled her in a house made of factory 
doors and windows and Chicago lum­ 
ber, Avith a real shingle roof. 
A moAre 
Avas made to Pueblo, and not long af­ 
ter the move another Avas made to 
Lower California, where the once dar­ 
ing scout and later solitary prospector 
settled down on a demure fruit ranch, 
about as nearly the opposite to a* min­ 
ing camp as may well bo imagined. 
What caused the quarrel betAveen him 
and his Avifo is one of the things that 
Creede concealed from the Avorld. 


After the removal of Creede and his 
Avife to Los Angeles, Avhcro his death 
occurred, they agreed to separate. 
Creede gave his Avife §20,000 in cash 
as the price of her departure from his 
house. 
The object of this Avas to en- 
ble him io secure a diA’orce on tho 
ground of desertion after tho expira­ 
tion of the statutory period. The Avife 
did this, and since she has released all 
her legal rights, is not hoav a bene­ 
ficiary of his estate.

strings, a head; and ten heads, one 
bag. 
A bag of 20,000 cowries just be- 


fore the founding of the Congo Free 
State was worth 11s. 6d. English 
money. Yet this value was not uni- 
form, varying slightly according to 
locality. 
Slaves and elephants' tusks 


however, have always been settled for 
in barter, not in cowries. Prints and 
cotton cloth, iron spikes and brass 
wire have proved the most acceptable 
payments for such articles of mer- 
chandise. 
But with a few exceptions 


of this kind, which belong to export 
commerce, cowries have for 
ages 


furnished the money medium. Barth, 
the traveler, tells us that iuMumyoma, 
"Western Africa, the king's revenue 
was reduced at 30.000.000 shells, each 
male adult being a^essed so many 
shells poll-tax, so many for every 
slave and pack animal. There was no 
evading the tax collector either. 
It 


was either prompt payment, or else 
the headsman collected a poll-tax in 
his fashion, and the victim's property 
was confiscated. 


The establishment of the Congo 


Free State, with its railways, steam- 
boats. trading posts, and the opening 
up of this enormous territory to com- 
merce on a great scale will probably 
before many years exterminate cowry 
currency in all but the remoter re- 
gions.

A meeting of railroad men, interested 
in the proposed new steam railroad be­ 
tween Gettj'sburg and Washington, D. 
C., was held at the City Hotel in Gettys­ 
burg Thursday. 
Those present were: 
Judge Smith, of Wilkcsbarrc; Edw. J. 
Lawyer, of Westminster; B. F. Shriver, 
of Union Mills; John A. Shorb, of Lit- 
tlestown; Messrs. Colgrovc aud Cady, 
the promoters, of Washington, D. C., and 
two New York brokers. 


An agreement was entered into be­ 
tween the Board of Directors and the 
Now York capitalists whereby tho latter 
aro to not only guarantee the payment of 
the bonds, but are to build the road from 
Rockville, Md., to Gettysburg, via West­ 
minster, Union Mills, and Littlcstown. 
These capitalists have already arranged 
for the construction of the road, and the 
agreement specifies that the surveyors 
shall be at work within sixty days and 
tho road completed within one year from 
date of agreement. 


Under the article of agreement the 
New York syndicate are to build the 
road in the best and latest improved 
manner—heavy ties and regulation rails, 
and it is claimed that the road will bo 
completed for rolling stock within nine 
months fr:>m Oct. 1st.

pounds. There were a few carp caught 
at the same place this year, but as they 
only weighed 6 or 7 pounds each, they 
were not worth mentioning.

is excellent—never been sick a moment 
since I left Montana 
Wouldn’t advise 
anyone in poor health to come here. 
I 
am under the British flag, will write 
W'hen succeed and the rush is over.

est carp heard of around here a year or 
so ago—the carp in question weighing 18 
pounds. There were a few carp caught 
at the same place this year, but as they 
only weighed 6 or 7 pounds each, they 
were not worth mentioning.

At present New York has 


only one bridge over its waterways, 
though another is building, and this 
third one will be begun this fall. 
Nevertheless, the metropolis takes no 
second place among the cities of the 
world in point of bridges, for Brook- 
lyn bridge still is at the head of the 
suspension bridges, though the new 
East river bridge will wrest this place 
from the old structure at the opening 
of the new century. 
As for the canti- 


lever bridges, only one, that over the 
Firth of Forth, is able to surpass the 
East river bridge that is to be. This 
Scotland structure has two 1700 foot 
spans, beating the Brooklyn bridge by 
100 feet. 


But the New York and New Jersey 


bridge will have a single span 1000 
feet longer than either of the Forth 
spans. 


This bridge, soon to be a connecting 


link between two states, will be 180 
feet wide. What this means is shown 
by the fact that the Brooklyn bridge 
is only 85 feet wide, and the new East 
river bridge at Kivlngton street, New 
York, will be only 118 feet wide. As 
for the Scotland structure, it carries 
only two tracks, while the North river 
bridge will carry six tracks, and per- 
haps a carriage roadway. The North 
river bridge will cress the Hudson at 
Forty-ninth street, New York. From 
the end of that street a viaduct will 
sweep south and east to a vast union 
station in Broadway between Forty- 
ninth and Fifty-first streets. 
No rail- 


, way station in the world will begin to 


j approach this in size. 
Its front will 


be ten stories high. The station will 
| have 40 tracks, 20 for incoming and 20 
1 for outgoing trains. 
It is expected 


; that all the railroads that concentrate 


I along the Jersey shore will unite on 


j the bridge tracks, and send their trains 
over the structure at undiminished 


• speed. 


No bridge in the world has towers as 


high as those from which will be sus- 
pended the cables of the North river 
bridge. They will rise 587 feet. What 
this means is evident by comparison 
with the height of the St. Paul build- 
ing, the highest in New York. This 
sky scraper is 308 feet high. 
The 


towers of the Brooklyn bridge rise j 
above high water only 278 feet, and 
even the towers of the new East river 
bridge will be only 335 feet high. 


The Brooklyn bridge is 135 feet 


above high water and the new East 
river bridge will be of the same height. 
But the North river bridge will cross 
at 130 feet above high water. It is 
interesting to know that when the 
bridge is loaded on a summer's day 
the sag will be eight or nine feet in 
the centre of the bridge. 


For its size the North river bridge 


will be the cheapest and the quickest 
built of the great bridges of the world. 
It will cost §17.000,000. The struc- 
ture of the Brooklyn bridge cost .$!>.- 
OOU.OOO. and its approaches StJ.000,000 
more. The new East river bridge will

Magazine gives an interesting account 
of "Life in the Coldest Country in the 
World," which has been taken from 
the bulletin of the .Royal Geographi- 
cal Society at Irkutsk. 
The name of 


the place is Werchojansk, in Siberia, 
longitude 
1313 degrees 01 minutes 


east, latitude 07 degrees 34 minutes 
north, where the lowest temperature- 
of minus 90 degrees Fahrenheit has 
been observed, and the mean of Janu- 
ary is minus 48 degrees Fahrenheit. 
It is inhabited by about 10,500 per- 
sons of the Jakut and Lamat races. 


In a large part of this region, ac- 


cording to Prof. Kovalik, the air is so 
dry and the winds are so rare that the 
intensity of the cold cannot be fully 
realized. In the most distant part of 
the east there are sometimes terrible 
storms, which are most fa,tal to life 
in their consequences. 
During the 


summer time the 
temperature oc- 


casionally rises to 86 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the shade, while it freezes at 
night. The latter part of the season 
is often marked by copious rains and 
extensive inundations, which invari- 
ably lay waste a vast acreage of land 
and prove to be a serious obstacle to 
the cultivation of the soil. Vegeta- 
tion is very scanty. 
There are prac- 


tically no trees—only wide, 
open 


meadows. The people hunt fur-bear- 
ing animals, fish and raise cattle and 
reindeer. 
It requires about eight 


cows to support a family, four being 
milked in the summer and two in the 
winter. 
The cattle are very small in 


size, and are fed on hay in the winter. 
Occasionally they are allowed to go 
out when there is the slightest break 
in the weather, but their teats are al- 
ways carefully covered up. 
Milk is 


the principal food. 
This is supple- 


mented with hares, which are quite 
abundant, but not very relishable. 


The houses are constructed of wood, 


covered with clay, and as a rule con- 
sist of only one room, in which the 
people and animals live together. The 
upper and wealthier classes are better 
provided with lodging and food. 
As a 


race they are exceedingly 
courteous 


and very hospitable, and they are ex- 
cessively piiuctilious concerning points 
of honor, such as the place at the 
table and the proper place as festivals. 


Inoculation From Stings. 


The interesting observations recent- 


ly recorded regarding the freedom 
from the effects of mosqiiito bites and 
bee stings which may be induced by 
previous injuries of this kind, de- 
mand a word of notice. The idea im- 
plied by this immunity is that previ- 
ous bites or stings inoculate the blood 
with some principle or "toxin" de- 
rived from the poison, which in its 
turn protects the body from fresh at- 
tack. An analogy can be seen between 
this naturally produced immunity and 
that which is presented by the treat- 
ment of diphtheria with the antitoxin 
of the disease. 
One writer told his 


experiences to the effect that, being a 
beekeeper, he had never suffered from 
stings after he had been once very 
severely stung by a swarm.

Though it will be a suspension bridge, 
it will have the longest span of any 
bridge of any kind, suspension or can­ 
tilever. 
It will be the widest bridge 
in tho world. 
Its towers will be the 
highest of any bridge in the world, its 
foundations will be the deepest, and, 
more than all, its uiiion station will 
be the largest railway station in either 
hemisphere. 
Moreover, it will be the 
cheapest and quickest built bridge of 
great size. 
At present New York has 
only one bridge over its waterways, 
tlumgh auother is building, and this 
third ono will be begun this fall. 
Nevertheless, the metropolis takes no 
second place among the cities of the 
world in point of bridges, for Brook­ 
lyn bridge still is at the head of the 
susj^ension bridges, though the new 
East river bridge will wrest this place 
from the old structure at the opening 
of the new century. 
As for the canti­ 
lever bridges, only one, that over the 
Firth of Forth, is able to surpass the 
East river bridge that is to be. 
This 
Scotland structure has two 1700 foot 
spans, beating the Brooklyn bridge by 
100 feet. 


But the New York and New Jersey 
bridge will have a single span 1000 
feet longer than either of the Forth 
spans. 


This bridge, soon to be a connecting 
link between two states, will be 180 
feet wide.

THE COLDEST COUNTRY, 


T h e T horinontotar O comntonally D rops to 
00 Dojproos Volow Zero. 


Rymon’s # Monthly 
Meteorological 
Magazine gives an interesting account 
of “Life in the Coldest Country in tho 
World,” which has been takeu from 
tho bulletin of the »Royal Geographi­ 
cal Society at Irkutsk. 
The name of 
the place is Werchojansk, in Siberia, 
longitude 
138 degrees ol minutes 
east, latitude 07 degrees 3-1 minutes 
north, whore the lowTcst temperature 
of minus 90 degrees Fahrenheit has 
been observed, and tho mean of Janu­ 
ary is minus 4S degrees Fahrenheit. 
It is inhabited by about 10,500 per­ 
sons of the Jakut and Lamat races. 


In a largo part of this region, 
ac­ 
cording to Prof. Kovalik, the air is so 
dry and the winds are so rare that the 
intensity of tho cold cannot bo fully 
realized, 
In tho most distant part of 
the east there are sometimes terrible 
storms, which are most fatal to life 
in their consequences. 
During the 
summer time the 
temperature oc­ 
casionally rises to 86 degrees Fahren­ 
heit in the shade, while it freezes at 
night. 
The latter part of the season 
is often marked by copious rains and 
extensive inundations, which invari­ 
ably lay waste a vast acreage of land 
and prove to be a serious obstacle to 
tho cultivation of the soil. 
Vegeta­ 
tion is very scanty. 
There are prac­ 
tically no trees—only wide, 
open 
meadow’s. 
The people hunt fur-bear­ 
ing animals, fish and raise cattle and 
reindeer. 
It requires about eight 
cowrs to support a family, four being 
milked in the summer and two in tho 
winter. 
The cattle are very small in 
size, and are fed on hay in the winter. 
Occasionally they are allowed to go 
out when there is the slightest break 
in the weather, but their teats are al­ 
ways carefully covered up. 
Milk is 
the principal food. 
This is supple­ 
mented ’with hares, which are quite 
abundant, but not very relishable. 


The houses are constructed of wood, 
covered with clay, and as a rule con­ 
sist of only one room, in which the 
people and animals live together. The 
upper and wealthier classes are better 
provided with lodging and food. 
As a 
race they are exceedingly courteous 
and very hospitable, and they are ex­ 
cessively punctilious concerning points 
of honor, such as the place at the 
table and the proper place as festivals.

In o c u la tio n F ro m Stings. 


The interesting observations recent­ 
ly recorded regarding the freedom 
from the effects of mosquito bites and 
bee stings which may be induced by 
previous injuries of this kind, de­ 
mand a w'oril of notice. 
The idea im­ 
plied by this immunity is that previ­ 
ous bites or stings inoculate the blood 
with some principle or “ toxin” de­ 
rived from tho poison, which in its 
turn protects the body from fresh at­ 
tack. An analogy can bo seen between 
this naturally produced immunity and 
that which is presented by the treat­ 
ment of diphtheria with the antitoxin 
of the disease. 
One writer told his 
experiences to the effect that, being a 
beekeeper, he had never suffered from 
stings after he had been once very 
severely stung by a swarm.

ably his system had become thoroughly 
inoculated by the big dose of poison 
I he then received.

NORTH CAROLINA'S METHOD OF CON- 


STRUCTING HIGHWAYS. 


How Certain CluHge* of CouvlcU Are Util- 


ized With Little or No Kx|>«>i«e to 
the Counties— Under Tliln Hj-stem the 
State ift Getting llltl of the Tramps. 
The law in North Carolina permit- 


ting the sentencing of offenders to 
work upon the roads has been in exis- 
tence for six years, but as yet, says a 
Raleigh letter to the Xew York Post, 
only seventeen of the ninety-six coun- 
ties have availed of it, and in the ma- 
jority of the seventeen it is of compar- 
atively recent application. 
Its good 


results, however, are manifest, and 
the plan having passed beyond the ex- 
perimental stage, 
many additional 


counties are expected to avail them- 
selves of the law's advantage at an 
early date. 
Several committees from 


other. States have inspected the system- 
, with a view to its adoption. 


A mistaken impression has gone 


abroad that practically all the convicts 
in the State are thus employed, when, 
inieality, only the petty offenders, or 
those receiving sentences of less than 
five years, are sentenced "to the 
roads." 
The penitentiary convicts, 


about 2000 in number, are employed 


' on the "State farms.'' 
These farms, 


three in number, are plantations of 
several thousand acres. 
As three- 


fourths of the convicts have worked at 
agricultural pursuits, the force so ob- 
tained is a very good one for farming 
purposes. 
At these farms the con- 


victs raise cotton and corn principally. 


. They are worked under the guard-sur- 


veillance system, and are' confined in 
strong stockades and prison-houses at 
night. 
The State has several thousand 


bales of cotton to sell every season and 
great quantities of corn and other 
farm produce. 
For a number of years 


the penitentiary has been self-support- 
ing, the profits of the farms being suf- 
ficient to feed and clothe all the in- 
mates and guards and to meet the 
other expenses. 


The law gives Superior Court Judges 


the discretion of sentencing prisoners 
to "the roads" or to the penitentiary. 
But the main sources of supply of 
road makers are the Mayors' courts 
and those of justices of the peace. 
The convicts from these courts, es- 
pecially if they are residents of the 
locality where convicted, require little 
or no "guarding," one guard being- 
ample for a squad of twenty to fifty of 
this class of workers. 
This fact 


probably accounts for the misstate- 
ment going the sounds that the con- 
victs require no guard and are allowed 
to go home and spend Sunday with 
their families. 
The latter privilege is 


not accorded to any of the convicts,, 
though in some few cases it probably 


hauled 
over -well-made roads. Of 


course they buy where they sell, 
and one consequent gratifying result 
is a competition between business cen- 
tres in the matter of good roads. 


HOW THE COLD IS EXTRACTED. 


An Expert Talk* About the Wonderful 


Klondike Gold Flolds. 


Dr. William H. Dall, one of the cur- 


ators of the National Museum at Wash- 
ington, is familiar with the region of 
country in which the Klondike gold 
fields are situated through having been 
on several geological expeditions to 
tie region in Alaska adjourning the 
gold district, ami says that in his 
opinion the reports frolii there prob- 
ably nve not exaggerated. He said: 


"When I was there I did not find 


gold, but knew of it being taken out in 
profitable quantities for fifteen years 
or more. It was first discovered there 
in I860. In 1S80, when I was in that 
country, my last trip having been 
made two years ago, the first party of 
prospectors who made the mining a 
profit started out. The gold is found 
on the various tributaries of the Yu- j 
kon, 
and 1 have been within a com- 


paratively short distance of the Klon- 
dike fields. J made one trip to Circle 
City, just over the boundary of Can- 
ada. 


"The gold-bearing belt of North- 


western America contains all the gold 
fields extending into British Columbia, 
what is known as the Northwestern 
Territory and Alaska. 
The Yukon 


really runs along in that belt for 500 
or 600 miles. 
The bed of the main 


river is in the lowland of the valley. 


"The yellow metal is not found in 


paying quantity in the main river, but 
in the small streams which cut through 
the mountains oil both sides.

Bcranton, Pa., Sept. 29.—Five men 


yesterday 
afternoon met a horrible 


death from "black damp" after the ac- 
cumulation of fire in the Jertnyn No. 1 
mine, near Rendham. The dead are: 
Isaac Wat kins, fire boss, 55 years old, 
leaves a wife and one child, Rendham; 
William Tompkins, 22 years old, single, 
boarded with Watkins; Joseph Smith, 
35 years, wife and one child, Mud- 
town; John Gallagher. 42 years, wife 
and seven children, Minooka; William 
Franklin, 26 years, wife, Rendham. 


Since last Tuesday the fire had been 


raging in the mine. The men who lost 
their lives represented one "shift." 
They went on duty at 3 o'clock, and 
nobody knew of their death until the 
discovery of the lifeless bodies.1 Not 
a man In the party survived to tell the 
story. In the case of each body the 
head pointed toward the shaft, Indi- 
cating that they had groped and strug- 
gled toward the shaft for fresher air 
while suffocation was overtaking them. 
When the catastrophe was discovered 
word was passed to the surface, and 
the excitement was intense. Gangs of 
men were lowered on the mine car- 
riage, and at 6:30 last evening all the 
bodies excepting that of the flre boss 
had been brought one by one to the 
surface. The scene at the head of the 
shaft was tragical for a time, while 
wives, mothers and children in frenzy 
fought for a sight of the bodies in the 
possibility of learning that more than 
the actual number had lest their lives. 


The colliery employed about 300 men. 


The mine consists of three veins. On 
Tuesday of last week a gang of Ig- 
norant Hungarian miners set off a 
body of gas in the "Digwoods" counter. 
Nobody was injured by the explosion. 
The burst of flame ignited the coal in 
the counter, and an attempt to extin- 
guish the flames was begun. Th« pres- 
ence of the deadly black damp was not 
suspected, and no fear of a widespread 
blaze until Monday. The spread of the 
flames was then found to be beyond 
the efforts to subdue them by ordinary 
process, and the order was given to 
close the mine. 
A systematic "flre 


flght" was started, and three eight 
hour shifts were set at work. The fa- 
tal mission of the shift which entered 
the mine at 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon was not known until the supply 
party found the tint body.

EX-SECRETARY_ROBESON DEAD. 
The Head of the Navy Department 


Under President Grant. 


Trenton, Sept. 28.—Ex-Secretary of 


the Navy George M. Robeson died yes- 
terday at his home In this city. Mr. 
Robeson was 69 years old, and had been 
In failing health for several months. 
He was born in Belvidere, N. J., in 
1829. and his father was judge of the 
Philadelphia county courts. 
Toung 


Robeson graduated from Princeton in 
1847, and took up the study of law in 
Newark with the late Chief Justice 
Hornblower. Subsequently be moved 
to Camden. and in 1855 was made prose- 
cuting attorney of that county by Gov- 
ernor Newell. In 1865 he was appoint- 
ed attorney general of the state by 
Governor Ward, and in June of 1869 
was made secretary of the navy. He 
served in this office until the end of 
President Grant's second term. The fol- 
lowing year Mr. Robeson was elected 
to congress from the First New Jer- 
sey district, and was re-elected in 1880. 
He was defeated for a third term by 
Thomas M. Ferrell, Shortly afterward 
he moved to Trenton and gave bia 
attention to his law practice.

DEADLY BUCK DAMP. 


Scranton» P a.t Sept. 29.—Five men 
yesterday 
afternoon 
met a horrible 
death from “black dam p’* after the ac­ 
cum ulation of fire in the Jerm yn No. 1 
mine, near Rendham. 
The dead are: 
Isaac ‘W atkins, fire boss, 55 years old, 
leaves a wife and one child, Rendham ; 
William Tompkins, 22 years old, single, 
boarded with W atkins; Joseph Smith, 
35 years, wife and one child, Mud- 
town; John Gallagher, 42 years, wife 
and seven children, Mlnooka; W illiam 
Franklin, 26 years, wife, Rendham. 


Since last Tuesday the fire had been 
raging In the mine. The men who lost 
their 
live« 
represented 
one 
"shift." 
They w ent on duty a t 3 o'clock, and 
nobody knew of their death until the 
discovery of the lifeless bodies.' Not 
a m an in the p arty survived to tell the 
story. 
In the case of each body the 
head pointed tow ard the shaft, indi­ 
cating th a t they had groped and stru g ­ 
gled toward the shaft for frostier air 
while suffocation w as overtaking them. 
W hen the catastrophe was discovered 
word was passed to the surface, and 
the excitem ent w as intense. Gangs of 
men were lowered on the mine car­ 
riage, and at 6:30 last evening all the 
bodies excepting th a t of the fire boss 
had been brought one by one to the 
surface. The scene a t the head of the 
shaft w as tragical for a time, while 
wives, m others and children In frenzy 
fought for a siRht of the bodies in the 
possibility of learning th at more than 
the actual num ber had lost their lives. 


The colliery employed about 300 men. 
The mine consists of three veins. 
On 
Tuesday of last week a Rang of ig­ 
norant H ungarian miners set off a 
body of gas in the "Digwoods” counter. 
Nobody was injured by the explosion. 
The burst of flame ignited the coal in 
the counter, and an attem pt to extin­ 
guish the flames was begun. Tire pres­ 
ence of the deadly black damp was not 
suspected, and no fear of a widespread 
blaze until Monday. The spread of the 
flames wap then found to be beyond 
the efforts to subdue them by ordinary 
process, and the order was given to 
close the mine. 
A 
system atic 
“fire 
fight” w as started, and three 
eight 
hour shifts were set at work. The fa­ 
tal mission of the shift which entered 
the mine a t 3 o'clock yesterday after­ 
noon was not known until the supply 
p arty found tho first body*

EX-SECRETARY ROBESON DEAD. 


T h o H o a d o f th o N a v y D e p a r tm e n t 
U n d e r P r e s i d e n t G r a n t. 


Trenton, Sept. 28.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy George M. Robeson died yes­ 
terday a t his home in this city. Mr. 
Robeson was 69 years old, an d had been 
in failing health for several months. 
H e was born In Belvidere, N. J., in 
1829, and his father was Judge of the 
Philadelphia 
county 
courts. 
Young 
Robeson graduated from Princeton in 
1847, and took up the study of law in 
N ew ark w ith the late Chief Justice 
Hornblower. Subsequently he moved 
to Camden, and in 18D5 was made prose­ 
cuting attorney of th at county by Gov­ 
ernor Newell. In 1865 he w as appoint­ 
ed attorney general of the state by 
Governor W ard, and in Juno of 1869 
w as made secretary of the navy. He 
served in this office until the end of 
President G rant's second term . The fol­ 
lowing year Mr. Robeson was elected 
to congress from the F irst New Jer­ 
sey district, and was re-elected In 1880. 
H e was defeated for a third term by 
Thom as M. Ferrell, Shortly afterw ard 
he moved to Trenton and gave big 
attention to his law practice.

The Awful Crime of a Prosperous 


Iowa Farmer. 


Carroll, lo,, Sept. 28.—J'ohn Boecker, 
a farmer living elRht miles from thlfl 
plac«, Sunday night murdered hla wife 
and Ave children and fataUy wounded 
hU 8-ytar-old Bon, Henry. 
Afterward 
the fiendish or demented man sent a 
bullet Into his own head. Inflicting a 
fatal wound. 
The family were pros- 
pprous 
Germans, and 
as 
far 
as 
Is 
known lived happily. 
No motive for 
the trapedy has been disclosed. 
Boeck- 
er's victims arc his wife and these chil- 
dren; Caroline, aged 14; Christine, aged 
9; Henry, aged 8; Lizzie, aged 6; John, 
aged 3, and an Infant. 
Henry cannot 
recover from his wounds. 


Boeoker had an engagement to help 
a neighbor thresh yesterday morning, 
and on his not putting in an appear- 
ance his brother Henry went alDout 9 
o'clock to see why he did not come. The 
doors of the Boccker house were locked, 
and there were no signs of life about. 
Henry tried to get into the house, but 
met no resistance, and finally he kicked 
in the door and came upon the hor- 
rible scene. Boecker, with his wife and 
baby, slept in a back room, and the 
three corpses lay on a bed. The wife 
had been shot In the neck with a shot- 
gun which stood in the corner, the baby 
had been shot and Its head crushed 
with the butt of a revolver. 
The man, 
still breathing, had a bullet hole in the 
forehead, and by his side was a six- 
shooter with two chambers empty. The 
Boecker home is a story and a half 
frame house, and upstairs Henry and 
Lizzie lay on a bed with bullet holes in 
their foreheads, the latter dead, and 
the boy still breathing. 
In the opposite 
corner of the 
same room 
Caroline, 
Christine and John lay dead, each shot 
in the forehead. 


Boecker was' 34 years old, and for 
over 20 years lived in the neighborhood. 
He has been regarded as a prosperous 
farmer, and only recently bought 
a 
200 acre farm a few miles from the old 
homi-stead. 
On Sunday he attended 
Catholic services at 
Breda with 
his 
wife and uome of the children. Later in 
the day he was visited by a neighbor, 
who says that when he left the Boecker 
home in the evening they were seem- 
ingly a happy family. 
Members of his 
father's family say he had no family 
troubles, his 
financial 
affairs were in 
good shape, and they can assign no 
motive for the terrible crime. 


Murderer Bockor Still Alive. 


Carroll, la.. Sept, 29.—John Boecker, 
the murderer of his wife and five chil- 
dren, still lives, though his recovery 
is impossible. 
The son Henry shows 
signs of returning strength, but physi- 
cians say hlB wound is fatal. It is now 
known that Boecker bought a supply 
of chloroform at Breda last week, os- 
tensibly to doctor hogs for 
cholera. 
With this he threw the family Into 
their final sleep and was enabled to 
commit the murders without resistance. 
Those who know him best say Boeck- 
er's mind has been afCected for some 
time.

T H E S H O O T I N G 
UNJUSTIFIABLE. 


So Doolaro« tlio Mnjorfty of tUo Lat- 
timer Coroner's J u r y , 
Haxleton, Pa.. Si^pt, 28.—The coroner's 
Jury which investigated the death of 
the striking miners at Lattlmor met In 
Deputy Coroner Bowman's ofilce last 
evening, and after an hour's delibera- 
tion rendered the following verdict: 


"That from the circumstances of the 
case and the evidence offered the said 
Clement Platock and others came to 
their deaths by gunshot wounds on 
Sept. 10, 1S97. at the hands of Sherilï 
James Martin and his deputies, and in 
this we the jury do all agree.

The most interesting feature about 
the modern poultry farm is the wooden 
mother or incubator, indeed, it is just 
this Yankee invention Avhich has made 
duck farming on the scale to Avhich it 
is carried on the AlIentoAvn farm pos- 
sible. 
There are tAvo classes of this 
api)aratus, 
one heated by hot Avater, 
the other by hot air. 
Some are regu- 
lated by thermostatic bars made of 
brass, 
iron, rubber 
and aluminum: 
others by alcohol, 
ether, electricity 
and the expansion of Avater. Naturally 
the first i^lace to be insj^ected on the 
duck farm is the incubator cellar, a 
room esi)ecially constructed for the 
purpose, 
i^artially underground 
to 
secure a more even temperature, as 
the eggs during the process of incuba- 
tion aro most suscei^tible to sudden 
changes of Aveather. 


"WheH the potiltry farmer i^repares 
to hatch out a brood in his incubators 
he places the 
eggs iu trays, Avhich 
trays 
are 
put 
iu the 
incubators 
directly under the tank Avhich suj^plies 
the heat to the egg chamber. 
The 
incubators are built double-Avalled and 
the air space packed Avith asbestos to 
prevent the sudden changes of tem-

For 24 hours after hatching the 
3^oung ducks are left in the incubators 
to dry. 
Then they are transferred to 
brooders, some of Avhich are made to 
hold as many as three thousand ducks. 
These brooders are constructed in long 
narroAV houses about 14 feet Avide and 
300 feet in length. 
They are heated 
by hot Avater, 
and the ducks are re- 
tained in-them for five Aveeks, after 
which they are transferred to the cold 
brooders or ordinary houses afibrding 
them a comfortable shelter. 
The j^er- 
centage of eggs successfully hatched 
iu the incubators is about 60 per cent., 
while the loss of young ducks is about 
10 per cent. 
Thus about 50 per cent, 
of the eggs result in marketable ducks. 


One great advantage of duck farm- 
ing over chicken farming is that the 
ducks are ready for market Aveeks be- 
fore the young chickens can leave the 
farm. 
At the age of eight or ten 
weeks the ducks are usually in a con- 
ditioii for sale, Aveighing about four 
and a half pounds. 


Another feature of duck farming and 
an ijnportaut item in the profits, is 
the feathers. 
About 1000 pounds are 
secured annually 
on the Allentown 
farna, these feathers fetching on an 
average about 18 cents per pound. 
In 
the popular juiud ducks are generally 
associated Avith Avater, and naany small 
poultry ]'aise]'s bar ducks from their 
farmyard becauso there is no suitable 
stream in tho vicinity 
for thom to 
paddle about iu.

Tomato Gravy. 


Much is said, and none too much, 
of the domestic virtues of the apide. 
Next to it, perhaps, we may rate the 
tomato. 
It has one virtue that we 
have never seen mentioned; the ijrop- 
erty of emulsifying fats. 
To this may 
be added a singular 
faculty of as- 
simulating itself to the flavor of meat 
gravy with 
which its juice may be 
cooked. 
Our housekeeping friends 
may try a fried steak, for once, by 
cooking a little tomato juice in the 
sizzling pan just after removing the 
meat. 
Any melted fat, 
or 
baked 
shreds and juice adhering to the iron, 
or butter applied to the meat, entirely 
disapi)ear in an emulsion making a 
rich, cn])ious, reddish brown gravy, 
with the true meat flavor scarcely 
modified by a slight piquant acidity 
from the fruit. 
If the steak has been 
left in a vessel to save its 
drainings 
since it was cut, and this juice be put 
in with that of the tomato, the gravy 
will be by so much enriched aud en- 
larged, as Avell as thickened, by the 
coagulation of the additional albumen.

rerloniicu Nails. 


An Italian sea captain. Gio Uattn 
Vassallo, of Genoa, has made a ver,v 
interesting innovation in the usii of 
sails of ordinary sailing vessels. 
He 
claims that the forco of wind cannot 
fully take effect in a sail, since the air 
in front of it cannot properly circu- 
late in the inflated part, and "remains 
stationary 
immediately 
in 
frout of 
part of tho sail proper. 
He avoids 
this stagnation of air, as he calls it, 
by the application of a number of 
small holes in that part of the sail 
whore the depression is deepest when 
it is iilled; these holes are reinforced 
like a buttonhole so that they will 
not tear out. 


Trials made in various weather have 
resulted as follows: Withalight wmd 
a boat with ordiuary sails made foui 
knots, while the newsail increased the 
speed to five and a quarter knots. 
In 
a fresh breeze the respective speeds 
were seven and eight and three-quar- 
ter knots, and in a strong wind thev 
were eight and ten knots per hour. It 
stands to reason that tho doing awa;y 
with a layer of air, which cannot es- 
cape past the sides of a sail, must in 
crease the ofliciency of tho sailboat. 
Where the wind 
lormeily struck c 
cushion of 
air, which 
acted like t 
spring mattress, 
decreasiug the ac 
tual proHBure of the wmd against the 
canvas, this current of air now strikes 
the sail direct, and, of course, has s 
greater efiioienoy.

S. M. Bower's sta- 
ble and contents with the damage to l^s 
house is valued at $250, with an insur- 
ance of $50 in the Liberty and Independ- 
ent Co.

I will write when 
I can send them out, I am going with a 
man who has been there. 
I am in good 
health and have enjoyed the trip very 
much. Tell mother not to worry, I will 
take good care of myself." 


Again he writes: 


Dawson City, June 27, '97. 


"Arrived here to-day with a couple of 
Montana boys, going to stakeout a claim 
to-morrow. If I don't succeed am going 
to work—wages $15 per day. Flour $12 
per 100 pounds, bacon CO cents per 
pound. Nothing can be bought for less 
than 25 cents; no matter how small. 
I 
looked into a mine to-day, which had 
only been worked a little, out of which 
had been taken $3,000,000. My health 
is excellent—never been sick a moment 
since I left Montana 
Wouldn't advise 
anyone in poor health to come here, 
I 
am under the British flag, will write 
when Bucceed and the rush in over.

Now look here, you fellows of the Re- 
cord, what do you mean by the above?

Let us tell you—confidential- 
ly, though—that there are some pretty 
nice fish in our little stream here,but the 
reason you fellows down there never 
heard of them is because you don't know 
how to catch them. You fellows go out 
fishing and catch "whip crackers," go 
home and crow over it, and get so stuck 
up on your catches that you imagine that 
there is no real big on es in the stream. 
Now, we up here don't say much but^et 
right down to work and catch specimens 
that seem to be too much for your imag- 
ination even. 


But to be serious: There were the larg- 
est eels taken out of the Conewago this 
full that was ever known of before. Six 
and a quarter pounds was the record for 
eels up to Friday morning—8 pounds is 
the record now. On the same morning 
there was taken out of the creek at dif- 
ferent places three eels that -weighed be- 
tween 17 and 18 pounds—8, 5 and a frac- 
tion over 4 pounds each. 


While there are several good places for 
fishing along the Conewago it seems that 
the place where the big one was caught is 
in the lead, Mr. Hersh brought us speci- 
mens of the ordinary sized eels last Fri- 
day and we can say "they were all right," 
While this place furnished the biggest 
eel, as well as the most of the ordinary 
sized ones this year, it furnished the larg- 
est carp heard of around hero a year or 
so ago—the carp in question weighing 18 
pounds. There were a few carp caught 
at the same place this year, but as they 
only weighed C or 7 pounds each, they 
were not worth mentioning.

Work on the biggest bridge in the 
Avorld, tho Ncav York and Ncav Jersey 
bridge, Avill begin this fall. 
It is no 
idlo boast that this structure Avill beat 
tho Avorld's record in bridge building, 
Though it Avill be a suspension bridge, 
it Avill have the longest span of any 
bridge of any kind, suspension or can- 
tilever. 
It Avill bo the Avidest bridge 
in tho Avorld, 
Its toAvers Avill be tho 
iiighest of any bridge in tho Avorkl, its 
foundations Avill be the deepest, and, 
more than all, its uilion station Avill 
be the largest railway station in either 
hemisphere. 
]\IoreoA-er, it Avill be the 
cheapest and quickest built bridge of 
great size. 
At present New York has 
only one bridge over its 
A v a t e r A v a y s , 
though another is building, and this 
third one 
Avill 
be begun 
this fall. 
Nevertheless, the metropolis takes no 
second place among the cities of the 
Avorld in point of bridges, for Brook- 
lyn bridge still is at the head of the 
susj-jension bridges, though the neAv 
East river bridge Avill Avrest this place 
from the okl structure at the opening 
of the neAv century. 
As for the canti- 
lever bridges, only one, that over the 
Firth of Forth, is able to surpass the 
East river bridge that is to be. 
This 
Scotland structure has tAVo 1700 foot 
spans, beating the Brooklyn bridge by 
100 feet. 


But the NeAV York and Ncav Jersey 
bridge Avill have a single span 1000 
feet longer than either of the Forth 
si^ans. 


This bridge, soon to be a connecting 
link betAveen two states, Avill be 180 
feet Avide. 
What this means is sIioavu 
by the fact that the Brooklyn bridge 
is only 85 feet Avide, ftud the ncAv East 
river bridge at Rivlngton street, Ncav 
York, will be only 118 feet Avide. 
As 
for the Scotland structure, it carries 
only two tracks, Avhile the North river 
bridge Avill carry six tracks, and i)er- 
haps a carriage roadway. 
The North 
river bridge Avill cross the Hudson at 
Forty-ninth .street, Ncav York. 
From 
the end of that street a A-iaduct 
Avill 
SAveep south and east to a A'ast union 
station in BroildAvay betAveeu Ft)rty- 
ninth and Fifty-first streets. 
No rail- 
way station in the AViudd Avill begin to 
ai)in'oach this in size. 
Its front Avill 
be ten stories high. 
The station Avill 
haA'e 40 tracks, 20 for incoming and 20 
for outgoing trains. 
It is expected 
that all the railroads that concentrate 
along the Jersey shore 
Avill unite on 
the bridge tracks, and send their trains 
over 
the structure at undiminished 
sj^eed. 


No bridge in the Avorld has toAvers as 
high as those from Avhich Avill be sus- 
pended the cables of the North rÍA'er 
bridge. TheyAvill rise 587 feet. 
What 
this means is evident bv conqiarisou 
with the height of the St. Paul build- 
ing, the highest in Ncav Y'ork. 
This 
sky scraper is 308 feet high. 
The 
toAvers of the Brooklyn bridge rise 
above high Avater only 278 feet, and 
even the toAvers of the ncAv East river 
bridge Avill be only liHS feet high.

THE COLDEST COUNTRY, 


TheThorinomntsr OcoHHiotially Drops to 
00 Uojcroos Uolow Zero, 


Symon's 
Monthly 
Meteorological 
Magazine gives an interesting account 
of '*Lifo in tho Coldest Country in tho 
World," Avhich has been taken from 
tho bulletin of the Jioyal 
Geographi- 
cal Society at Irkutsk, 
The name of 
the place is Werchojansk, 
in Siberia, 
longitude 
133 degrees i51 minutes 
east, latitude 07 degrees 3-1 minutes 
north, Avhere the loAvcst temperature 
of minus do degrees Fahrenheit has 
been observed, and tho mean of Janu- 
ary is minus 48 degrees 
l^'ahrenhoit. 
It is inhabited by about 
10,500 
per- 
sons of the Jakut and Lamat races. 


In a large part of this 
region, 
ac- 
cording to Prof. Kovalik, the air is so 
dry and the Avinds are so rare that the 
intensity of tho cold cannot 
bo fully 
realized. 
In tho most distant part of 
the east there are sometimes 
terriblo 
storms, Avhich are most faial to life 
in their consequences. 
During 
the 
sunimer time the 
temperature 
oc- 
casionally rises to 86 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the shade, Avhilo it freezes at 
night. 
The latter part of the season 
is often marked by copious rains and 
extensive inundations, 
Avhich invari- 
ably lay Avaste a vast acreage of land 
and proA'e to be a serious obstacle to 
the cultivation of the 
soil. 
Vegeta- 
tion is very scanty. 
There are prac- 
tically no trees—only Avide, 
open 
meadoAvs. 
The people hunt fur-bear- 
ing animals, iish and raise cattle and 
reindeer. 
It requires 
about 
eight 
cOAvs to supiiort a family, four being 
milked in the summer and two in tho 
Aviuter. 
The cattle are very 
small in 
size, and are fed on hay in the Avinter. 
Occasionally they are alloAved to go 
out Avhen there is the slightest break 
in the Aveather, but their teats are al- 
ways carefully coA'ered up. 
Milk 
is 
the principal food. 
This is 
supple- 
mented Avith hares, Avhich are quite 
abundant, but not very relishable. 


The houses are constructed of Avood, 
coA-ered Avith clay, and as a rule con- 
sist 
of only one room, in Avhich the 
people and animals live together. The 
upper and Avealthier classes are better 
provided Avith lodging and food. 
As a 
race they are exceedingly 
courteous 
and yery hospitable, and they are ex- 
cessively punctilious concerning points 
of honor, such 
as the place at tho 
table and the proper i^lace as festivals. 


Inoculation From Stlnj^s. 


The interesting obserA'ations recent- 
ly recorded 
regarding the 
freedom 
from the eiiects of mosquito bites and 
bee stings which may be induced by 
previous 
injuries of this kind, de- 
mand a Avord of notice. 
The idea im- 
l^lied by this immunity is that previ- 
ous bites or stings inoculate the blood 
Avith some principle 
or 
"toxin" de- 
rived from tho poison, which 
in its 
turn lu'otects the body from fresh at- 
tack. An analogy can bo seen between 
this naturally i)roduced immunity and 
that Avhich is presented by the treat- 
ment of diphtheria Avith the antitoxin 
of the disease. 
One Avriter told 
his 
experiences to the effect that, being a 
beekeeiJer, he had never suliered from 
stings 
after he had beeu 
once very 
severely 
stung by a SAvarm, 
Prob- 
ably his system had become thoroughly 
inoculated by the big dose of poison 
he then received. 
Of mosquito bites 
the same experience has been related.

Trenton, 
Sept. 28.—Ex-Secretary 
of 
the Navy George M. Robeson died yes- 
terday at his home In this city. 
Mr. 
Robeson was 69 years old, and had been 
in falUne: health for several months. 
He was born in Belvldere, N. J., in 
1829, and his father was Judge of the 
Philadelphia 
county 
courts. 
Young 
Robeson graduated from Princeton in 
1847, and took up the study of law in 
Newark with the late Chief 
Justice 
Hornblower. 
Subsequently 
he moved 
to Camden, and in 1805 was made prose- 
cutingr attorney of that county by Gov- 
ernor Newell. 
In 1S65 he was appoint- 
ed attorney general of the state by 
Governor Ward, and in Juno of 1869 
was made »ecretary of the navy. 
He 
served in this otnce until the end of 
President Grant's second term. The fol- 
lowing year Mr, Robeson was elected 
to congress from the First New Jer- 
sey district, and was re-elected in 1880. 
He was defeated for a third term by 
Thomas M. Ferrell. 
Shortly afterward 
he moved to Trenton and gave hla 
Attention to his law practice.

In the caso of each body the 
head pointed toward the shaft. Indi- 
cating that they had groped and strug- 
gled toward the shaft for fresher air 
while suffocation was overtaking them. 
When the catastrophe was discovered 
word was passed to the surface, and 
the excitement M^as Intense. 
Gangs of 
men were lowered on the mine 
car- 
riage, and at 6:30 last evening ail the 
bodies excepting that of the fire boss 
had been brought one by one to the 
Burface, 
Tho scene at the head of the 
shaft was tragical for a time, while 
wives, mothers and chlHIren In frenzy 
fought for a sight of the bodies in the 
possibility of learning that more than 
the actual number had lost their lives. 


The colliery employed about 300 men. 
The mine consists of three veins. 
On 
Tuesday of last week a gang of ig- 
norant 
Hungarian 
miners set 
off 
a 
body of gas in the "DIgwoods" counter. 
Nobody was injured by the explosion. 
The burst of flame Ignited the coal In 
the counter, and an attempt to extin- 
guish the flames was begun. Th« pres- 
ence of the deadly black damp was not 
suspected, and no fear of a widespread 
blaze until Monday, 
The spread of the 
flames 
wa^ then found to be beyond 
the efforts to subdue them by ordinary 
process, and the order was given to 
close the mine. 
A 
systematic 
"fire 
light" was started, and three 
eight 
hour shifts were set at work. The fa- 
tal mission of the shift which entered 
the mine at 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon was not known until the supply 
party found tho first body.
